It was the opinion of the other Catalen party 
leaders thet the Esquerra was making a-miatake In not taking advantage of the 
opportunity presented by the Cetalon CNT to dissolve the only ‘Spanish’ entity 
emong the antifrenquist forces in Cebelonia, isee, the ANFD. —

«to Soures believed that Merquet, President of the ‘Gonaell, was the moat likely 
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choice ior the delegation inside Catalonias Source said that althouch it was 
more difficult to prediot who would be president of the delegation abroad, the 
names of Tarradellas and Carlos Pi i Sunyor hed been mentioned. It appeared 
oertain, in ony case, that the post would be siven to a member of the Esquerra. 


As of 6 October, the delecates of the Consell were still in France. They had 
reached a tentative agreement with Soliderided Catalana and ratification of the 
accord was awaiting the arrival from London of Pt i Simyer. The latter had been 
expected to arrive in Paris on 5 October. 


The Congell delegates were optimiatic about the attitude of Pi i Sunyer. They 

did not believe that he vould offer any objection to the accord which already 

hed been agreed upon verbally, although they recognized the fact that Pi 4 Sune 

yer and the Catalans inside Spain had not always been in agreenent. 

Ms it wes Tarradelias who established the position to be followed by 95x1Xx6 
the Esquerra, end Pi i Sunyer merely followed the pattern, to the annoyance of 

the Catalans inside Spain. Taerradellaes’ change of attitude to favor an wmder~ 
stending with the Coneell, immediately after the latter had come to an agree- 

ment with the regional CNT in Catalonia, had left Pl i Sunyer in an awkward 

position. 


The delegates of the Consell, at the orders of ilarquet, published a manifesto 
censuring the Esquerra for its attitude toward the Comite Permanente de la 
Democracia Catalana. Distrivution of the ronifesto had been sharply limited 
because of the probability that en accord would be reached. Reportedly, the 
manifesto was printed at the expense of the Fronch Sooialist Party through the 
intervention of the Soolalist delegate of the Consell.

As of & Oatober, the Catal clear-cut position in regard to ceneral 
Spanish politics. Jarquet end the majority of the Catalans 
inside Spain had abandoned hope for success of the transition solution advo 
cated by Prieto in contrast to thoir previous belief that a solution of this 
type was possible. 


Early in September, Tarradellas stated that the Prieto plan in his opinion was 
already a complete failure. The Catalans, he said, could not follow the plen 
because in the last analysis it favored the monarchists and even the Franco 
regimo. Tarradellas added however, that he had no intention of severing his 
purely personal friendship with the Socialist leader. 
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
